The fire yesterday in the Interior Depart- 
ment building ‘at Washington was not so 
disastrous in its results as was at first 
threatened, but it was none the less a seri- 
ous matter and attended with losses greatly 
to be regretted. Beginning in the attic of 
the vast structure among an enormous col- 
lection of models which had accumulated in 
the Patent Office ever since it had 
an existence, the flames were hard to 
reach, and they gained great head- 
way before the means of extinguish- 
ment could be successfully employed. 
The roof itself, from all accounts, was not 
of the character requisite for an absolutely 
fire-proof building, being of wood, covered 
with copper sheathing, which melted under 
the heat of the burning timbers, and proved 
to be no protection whatever ; while the im- 
mense accumulation of combustible stuff in 
the collection of models fed the fire and de- 
fied all efforts to sub dus t. Tue loas to the 
building- is estimated at from $300,000 to 
$500,000, but of the contents either injured 
badly or totally destroyed it is difficuit to 
even approximately state their value. 
It happened fortunately that the things 
saved are of infinitely more value 
than the things destroyed by fire and water. 
The original draft of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, the relics of Gzorez WasaHIne- 
ton, DeKatz, and other Revolutionary he- 
roes, the archives of the General Land Office, 
containing the title to every piece of land 
ever conveyed by the Government, the origi- 
nal drawings and specifications on file in the 
Patent Office, from which the models de- 
stroyed can be reproduced if necessary—all 
these and many other articles of incalculable 
value were rescued in various degrees of pro- 
servation. Upon the whole the country has 
reason for congratulation that the beautiful 
building and its priceless contents were not 
wholly destroyed—that, in fact, it might 
have been much worse.

THE COLLAPSE OF THE FIDELITY. 

It became apparent that the resources of the 
Fidelity Savings Bank were seriously impair- 
ed when the rules were so amended a few days 
ago as to pay out only 10 per cent a month 
on deposits for which notice of withdrawal 
should be served, beginning the payment 
after the expiration of the sixty days’ notice. 
This amounted to liquidation on the basis of 
en extension of twelve months; had the 
creditors virtually agreed to it by refraining 
from all law proceedings, it is probable that 
the bank would have been able to continue 
in business for some months, and, had the 
panic been allayed in the meantime, it might 
ultimately have bridged over its losses and 
bad investments; it is more likely, however, 
that, even if the extension had been granted, 
it would merely have enabled the bank to 
keep open its doors a few months longer, 
until its available resources should have been 
exhausted, when it would have been forced 
to suspend and turn over what was left to a 
Receiver, as it must do now. The deposit- 
ors were in no humorto acquiesce in this 
prolonged uncertainty, and an application 
made yesterday for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver shut off all opportunity for experiment- 
ing on Mr. Hanves’ pian, and necessitated the 
immediate closing of the doors. There is no 
doubt that this is the fairest mode of proceed- 
ing under the circumstances. In the present 
state of public sentiment, any savings bank 
whieh finds it necessary to reso?t to extraor- 
dinary measures for delay in the payment of 
deposits may better seek public liquidation 
under the auspices of the courts. That is to 
say, the assets should be converted into cash 
and divided among the depositors as openly 
and rapidly as possible. 

Pertinent to the suspension of the Fidelity, 
we give elsewhere a very complete history of 
the institution from the beginning. The 
charter under which it was operated dates 
back to 1865, and was one originally graated 
to the Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Savings Bank, 
located at.Galesburg. It was not used, how- 
ever, for banking purposes until 1872, when 
it was purchased by Mr. Hanvres (it having 
a special value because no special charter 
could be procured under the new Constitu- 
tion), and after an act of the Legislature had 
been obtained authorizing corporations un- 
der special charters to change their names. 
The Fidelity was started with a nominal 
capital of $200,000. Mr. Hanes had sold 
out his stock in the State Savings some time 
before, and it is believed he took over to 
the new concern about $50,000; it is certain 
that he secured control, and it is doubted by 
some whether the entire capital stock was 
paidin. At all events, it became practically 
Mr. Hann bank, and it was the reputation 
he had earned as a safe, cautious, and con- 
servative banker in the State Savings Institu- 
tion which brought him a large custom, and 
almost immediately placed the Fidelity 
alongside the State Savings in the matter of 
business and public confidence. Its position 
was further strengthened by weathering the 
storm of 1873, and there was never 
any serious question as to its solv- 
ency until the July failures in 
St. Louis started a panic among 
all the savings depositors. Even then there 
was a general feeling that the resources of 
the bank were ample to meet its liabilities, 
till the collapse of the State Savings de- 
stroyed all confidence in the savings-bank 
system. From that time till now there has 
been a varying degree of doubt and hope 
among the mass of depositors; but there 
has been a strong conviction among certain 
bankers for two or three days that the con- 
cern could not pull through, and that the 
wisest course to pursue would be to place it 
in the hands of a Receiver and wind it up 
as promptly as possible. . 

The prime cause of the failure of the 
Fidelity has been in the continued effort 
during the past three or four years to pay 6 
per cent on deposits, notwithstanding the 
decline in rates of discount from 10 per cent 
to 7 and 8 per cent. This condition of 
things naturally betrayed all bank managers 
into making loans at a higher rate of 
interest on securities that should not 
have been accepted; in other words, the 
temptation to earn sufficient money to pay 
the 6 per cont interest on deposits often 
clouded the judgment in estimating securi- 
ties. The inevitable consequence was to in- 
cur risks which should not have been taken. 
The contined financial depression made mat- 
ters worse. Securities that were good at the 
time loans were made shrunk in value from 
33 to 50 per cent frequently before they 
came due. Just how much shrinkage there 
has been in the case of the Fidelity assets 
cannot, of course, be estimated with accu. 
racy until they have all been subjected to ex- 
amination. Some investments that have

At the statement of the bank made July 1 
there were about $2,000,000 due depositors ; 
it is believed that this sum has been reduced 
by $600,000 since then, as that is stated to 
be about ‘the amount which has been paid 
out, and this would leave $1,400,000 due 
now to 7,800 depositors. A gentleman who 
has had some exceptional means of informa- 
tion estimates the nominal assets at a 
shrinkage of about $250,000 from that sum. 
If his estimate be correct, the assets will 
yield about 88 per cent. Of course, all 
this is more or less a matter of speculation, 
and all depositors will do better to retain 
their books than to part with them at any 
figure offered by the brokers. 

Whatever the ultimate value of the Fideli- 
ty's assets may prove to be, it may be pretty 
certainly stated that no transactions of the 
Spencerian kind will be unearthed in the 
case of this bank. Mr. Hanves is believed to 
be a perfectly honest man, and no one sus 
pects him of having used the funds of the 
bank for private speculation either on his 
own account or in behalf of friends. Ifsome 
of his investments have turned out badly, it 
is only the same experience that has been 
suffered by others who have been charged 
with the investment of funds during the last 
five years, and there is reason to believe that 
Mr. Hanves has made no investment of tank 
funds that he would not have made under 
the same conditions if the funds had been all 
his own. The statement is made, indeed, 
that he has turned all his private property, 
éven including his homestead, over to the 
bank, thus assuming for “himself as large a 
proportion of the common misfortune as he 
possibly can take. We are convinced, too, 
that the Receiver will have his best counsel 
and active aid in realizing the most that can 
be got out of the assets.

THE PENITENTIARY SYSTEM. 
We print a second letter from Mr. A. A. 


TrRrExL, of Sterling, on the subject of State 
Prisons. He proposes that the National Gov- 
ernment shall provide a Territory— Alaska 
or some other to which all persons now sen- 
tenced to the Penitentiary for felony shall be 
sent, and in which they shall be confined for 
the term of their imprisonment. This in- 
cludes the abolition of all prisons for the 
confinement of criminals of the grade of 
felony. The arguments used in support of 
this are, first, that State Prisons fail to pun- 
ish crime or reform the criminal; and sec- 
ond, that they are schools for crime, sup- 
ported at great cost at the expense of the 
non-criminal people. 

The policy of planting colonies of crimi- 
nals and of the surplus population is an old 
one. Penal colonies are even maintained by 
some nations to this day. Great Britain for 
many years employed New South Wales, in 
Australia, as a penal province, and, at a later 
day, Van Diemen's Land. When these were 
selected, these places were so remote from 
ordinary civilization that eseape from them 
was next to impossible. But in time 
distances were overcome, and now Aus- 
tralia and Van Diemen’s Land are flour- 
ishing States, in daily commercial connection 
with the rest of the world. Both have long 
since ceased to be penal colonies. France 
has a penal colony at New Oaledonia, in the 
South Seas. Russia has long made Siberia a 
place of banishment; but the world has been 
brought into close neighborhood, and it would 
be difficult to find any part-of the globe, 
not even ‘excepting South Africa, which would 
be so remote or outside the world’s com- 
merwial track as to answer the old notions 
of a penal colony. Alaska has been sug- 
gested ; but that country is not capable of 
“sustaining any considerable addition to its 
population. It would be hardly practicable 
to set apart any portion of the ꝓresent terri- 


} tory of the United Statas as a prison, into 


which could be transported the, criminals of 
the United States, and in which they could 
be successfully confined. The guardianship 
of such a colony would be more difficult than 
that of the Indians, and it would require an 
army almost as numerous as the pri to 
keep them within the limits assigned them. 

We do not consider that our correspondent 
has discovered the remedy for the evils and 
expensiveness of the prison system. The 
great number of criminals is due largely to 
the weakness of the administration of the 
law. The chances of escaping conviction 
are so many that the penalty of imprison- 
ment has no such terror as to deter men from 
crime; imprisonment as a punishment has, 
therefore, measurably lost its power asa 
warning against crime. If the criminal laws 
were executed promptly and so effectively 
that the imprisonment would not only be 
certain, and so severe that it would amount to 
such a punishment that no man would 
like to endure, then there would be less 
crime, and the prisons would not be so nu- 
merous or so crowded. But where convic- 
tions are in the proportion of one to six of. 
fenses, where the terms are short, whero, 
owing to the crowded state of the prison, the 
authorities have to allow reasonably-behaved 
convicts to go out in order to make room for 
the new arrivals, imprisonment is regarded 
by the criminal as only a slight affair inci- 
dental to his trade and necessary to his pro- 
ficiency in the business. 

SHALL WE EXPORT MANUFACTURES? 

The very clear and logical paper of Mr. 
Horace Warts, printed in Tun Tarsvune yes- 
terday, can hardly have failed to attract the 
attention of the public. The review of the 
condition of the country was thorough and 
complete. In searching for the remedy, or 
at least a partial remedy, he pointed out, as 
has been repeatedly pointed out in Tux 
Taisunz, that the country had become too 
large, its capital and its labor too · great, and 
its capacity for production too inexhaustible, 
to be bound down any longer by the attempt 
to limit production to the mere wants of the 
comparatively small population of the 
United States. We have the capital, the 
machinery, and the labor unemployed, and 
there are 1,000,000,000 of people ready and 
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for the world’s market. The line at which 
manufactures can be produced for exporta- 
tion is well defined. Protection has | 
since ceased to protect anybody; it serves 
now only as an obstruction, a prohibition, and 
a dead weight upon manufactures. Inde- 
pendent of all questions of labor wages, the 
great bulk of American manufacturers have. 
reached so near the line of being able to pro- 
duce for exportation that the repeal of the 
protective taxes, which now weigh so heavily 
upon them, would carry them beyond that 
line, and enable them, like the makers of 
cotton goods, to put their works in operation 
to produce for foreign markets.

kx SITUATION if BULGARIA. 
The Russian army in Bulgaria is in pro- 
cisely the situation that Narotzon always 
tried to gain. Nothing suited the great 
commander better than to place himself be- 
tween two armies of his opponents, hold one 
of them off at arm’s length until he had de- 
feated the other and then, suddenly turning, 
crush the second. The difference between 
the two, however, is that Naroznzow moved 
with astonishing celerity and overwhelming 
weight. The Russians move very slowly and 
with aforce no greater than that of the 
Turks. As an offset to this, however, the 
Turks move with great caution and appar- 
ently with studied leisure. Mxnuewer At is 
né exception to the other Turkish command- 
ers in this regard. who usually arrive at a 


not bein front of Plevna, nor would the 
Czarowitch be at Biela. Bulgaria would have 
been dleared of Russians, and the entire ter- 
ritory south of the Danube would have been 
in Turkish possession, with little danger of 
disturbance before another season.

They hold their ground befor Plevna, 
though ata fearful sacrifice of life. Mean- 
while, the army of the. Czarowitch still stands 
undefeated on the Jantra. The tardy Man- 
mir Aux has delivered his first attack at 
Biela, and, although he holds his original 
position, has been repulsed. To be beaten 
back in such an encounter, at such a critical 
time, is almost equivalent to defeat. He has 
had to temporarily abandon the effort 
to cut his way through for the 
-relief of Plevna, and has suffered heavily in 
loss of men, the i meanwhile still 
holding their position and receiving rein- 
forcements to make good their losses. Cor- 
respondents call it a drawn battle, but the 
Czarowitch can afford such a draw and many 
more of them, since every, draw of this kind 
still further imperils Osman Pasha. The lat- 
ter’s prospects of relief from the south are 
hardly more encouraging, for Summa 
Pasha 1s once more repuised in his efforts to 
force the Schipka defile. The situation, 
therefore, as will be seen at a glance, is ex- 
tremely critical, and this season's campaign has 
reached its vital turning point. If Mezzmer 
Aur and Suzana Pasha can be kept from 
co-operating with Osman Pasha for a definite 
period, Plevna must fall before long. It is 
not in the nature of things that it can 
stand such a tremendous bombardment as 
it is now receiving from the Russian 
siege guns without being so materially re- 
duced and weakened as to be easily carried 
by storm, in which event the combined Rus- 
sian armies would turn upon Manu Aur 
and crush him. On the other hand, should 
Mernemet Aut in another attack overcome the 
Czarowitch and disperse his army, and then 
form a junction with Osman Pasha, the whole 
Russian situation will become so hazardous 
that safety will only be found north of the 
Danube, and the Russians will close the cam- 
paign with not a single advantage gained, It 
is difficult to say what a day may bring forth, 
but, as the pieces upon the board are now ar- 
ranged, the probabilities of success appear 
to be with the Russians. In other words, it 
seems likely that the Russians may end the 
campaign with a digastrous defeat of the 
Turks, and make their winter headquarters 
in Bulgaria, with four or five mouths’ time in 
which to prepare for an onward movement 
into Roumelia in the spring.

A Fearfal State of Affairs in That Region— 
The White People Call for Protection 
from the Natives. 

Ban Faanuctaca, Cal., Sept. 24.—A press dis- 
patch from Portland says*the steamer Califor- 
nia has just arrived from Ska. Chaplain Col- 
lins, a passenger, brings information of a de- 
plorable state of affairs at Sitka since the witb- 
drawal of the troops from that place. There is 
now no protection either for life or property. 
There is not the sembiance of law, either civil, 
military, or naval, and no power whatever to 
restrain the lawless elements. At present 
there are not more than fifteen white res- 
dents at Sitka, beside their wives and 
children, and to oppose this number are several 
hundred indtans. Since the departure of the 
soldiers the Indians have become very bold and 
impudent. They get drunk, and swagger about 
the town day and night, and have no respect 
whatever for the rights of the whites. The resi- 
dente informed Chaplain Collins that they were 
in hourly fear of their Ives dnd property, and 
that they intended to abandon the country as 


soon as possible. 

The Collector of Customs at that port is pow- 
erless, and his authority utterly disrogarded. 
Already the Indians have begun to plunder the 
Government buildings, carrying away doors and 
windows, tearing down and burning the stock- 
ade about the deserted garrison, and there is 
no authority to interfere and prevent the dem- 
olition. , 

Sitka Jack, the leading Indian Chief in that 
Territory, has notified a number of Northern 
tribes to come down to Sitka, where they will 
hold a grand pow-pow about the Ist of October. 

Among the settlers it is feared this meetin 
of Indians will be the signal for a genera 
plunder of the town, and probable massacre of 
the inhabitants. * 

A Government steamer was at that port only 
afew weeks ago, but the Indians regarded it 
with the utmost contempt, saying they could 
very easily capture it if they desired. 

A general feeling of insecurity has completely 

zed the business of the territory, and un- 
ess the Government speedily offers protection 
to the settlers it will be totally abandoned.

PRESIDENT HAYES. 


He Is Enthusiastically Received by the 
Peopie of hburg. 

Lrncusore, Va., Sept. 24.—The Presidential 
party were met at Lowey’s depot, seventeen 
miles from Lynchburg, by a committee of prom- 
inent citizens, headed by the Hon. Thomas 8. 
Bocock. Upon the arrival here of the special 
train béaring the party, the distinguished visitors 
were greeted with tremendous cheering from 
an immense concourse of people, musie, etc. 
After the party alighted, the President was 
presented to the Mayor of Lynchburg, who 
briefly extended the hospitality of the city, to 
which the President replied: “I am very gate- 
ful indeed, sir, to you for your kind words of 


welcome.“ 

The party, in charge of the members of the 
Reception Committee, were then seated in car- 
riages, and the line of march taken up, 
with the Home Guard of Lynchburg and 
Lynchburg Light Artillery as an escort. All 
along the streets from the d¢pct..tp the Nor- 
vell House there was a constant ovation from 
the people, who filled every available place 
from which a sight of the party could be had. 

Upon arriving at the Norvell House the Pr&- 
ident and suite were conducted tothe front 
portico, when Mr. Bocock, Chairman of the Re- 
ception Committee, addressed bis Excellency, 
tendering on behalf of Lynch a sincere 
welcome to the City of Hills, the first Virginia 
@ity visited by him. After commending the 
President’s course towards the South, and his 
efforts to reform the Civil Service, he said: 

If your efforts are to continue as they have be- 
gun. I can foresee great results ahead. Under the 
vepiration of th t. a vision of the future comes 
before me.
